Military training was tried as an experi- 
ment for a while last year and proved so 
successful that the boys now want it as a 
permanent thing; and from all accounts 
they would have it but for the failure of the 
school board to supply the necessary au- 
thority. 

Principal Dykes has worked assiduously 
in behalf of the boys’ desire, and the federal 
government, notwithstanding its great need 
for qualified officers for service in camp and 
field, has offered to detail a lieutenant from 
the regular army to drill and instruct the 
students of the Boys’ High whenever pro- 
vision is made for him on the school pro- 
gram. 

The boys express their willingness to 
take the military training either during a 
daily study period or after school; and they 
want military training proficiency to count 
as a credit for graduation, just as physical 
training counts at the Girls’ High. 

Undoubtedly a period of military drill and 
instruction each day would be _a fine thing 
for the students, for the school, for Atlanta 
and for the government.

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Georgia’s Acres Offer — 
Homes for the Soldiers 
Coming Back From War 


= 


Waycross, Ga., November 15.—(Special.)— 
“Where will the soldiers go when the armies 
are demobilized at the close of the war? 
What will the nation ao to assist its heroes of 
foreign battle fields to return to peaceful 
occupations under conditions favorable alike 
to them and to the body politic?” 

These important questions have been ad- 
dressed recently to Alex K. Sessoms, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Land Owners’ association 
and other southern men by Clement S. Ucker, 
vice president of the Southern Settlement 
and Development organization, who has de- 
voted four years of intensive “study to the 
development of the south. 

“If the history of all great wars, imclud- 
ing the war between the states, repeats it- 
self, a large number of the returning soldiers 
regardless of previous occupation, will go to 
the land; and, the coastal plain section of 
the south, with its millions of acres of idle 
agricultural lands, offers the one big oppor- 
tunity for the. soldier's homestead; the one 
big opportunity for the south to develop 
itself; and, in that development, to perform 
a great national service,” says Mr. Ucker, 
who is in Georgia arranging for the big 
interstate live stock conference to be held 
in Savannah, Monday, November 19. 

“It is a matter of common knowledge,” 
says Mr. Ucker, “that at the close of the war 
between the states, thousands of the soldiers 
on both sides, accustomed to the out-door 
life of the army, losing place in their previous 
employment, sought homesteads on the free 
public domains in Kansas, Nebraska, lowa, 
the Dakotas ’and other western states.” 

England Has Same Problem. 

“That England is anticipating a similar 
movement of her soldiers atthe close of the 
war is shown by the fact,” said Mr. Uckef, 


the outbreak of the war by that government 
to make an intensive study of agricultural 
conditions in all parts of the British empire 
with the view to providing ready-made home; 
steads for her soldiers after demobilization 
of her army.” 

Mr. Ucker points out that the remaining 
portion of the public domain of the United 
States adapted to diversified. agriculture, is 
practically exhausted. This is shown by the 
fact that already thousands of farmers from 
the middle west for the last ten years have 
been seeking homes in Canada whose gov- 
ernment wisely offered ready-made farms on 
long-time payments. * 

“The coastal plain section of the south, 
comprising .practically 75,000 acres of cut- 
over lands suitable for agriculture, consti- 
tutes the only refmaining area of cheap land 
in the United States adapted to the coloniza- 
tion of American soldiers at the close of 
the war,” said Mr. Ucker, and he emphasized 
the importance of immediate action on the 
part of the southern statesmen, land owners 
and bankers in formulating a definite home- 
stead plan, if the south is to rise to its op- 
portunity and its national duty and utilize 
its unoccupied lands for the benefit of the 
discharged soldiers who otherwise may g0 
to foreign countries whose governments, like 
Engiand’s, shall have had the forethought 
to prepare against the day, whether that day ‘ 
shall be measured by years or months, or 
“weeks, when the armies shall finally be de- 
mobilized and the soldiers return to peace- 
ful pursutts. 

Land Owners By Act. 

“T fully appreciate the. difficulty in the 
way of providing homesteads in the south 
that will attract as did the free public home- 
steads of the west after 1865,” says. Mr. 
Ucker, in his letter to President Sessoms. 
“The land here is in private ownership;:, in 
some cases the boundaries are not clearly 
demarked; and at the present time there is 
lack of classification and lack of stabiliza- 
tion in the price. But it is cheap: and, in the 
case of Georgia, where the Torrens Land 
Title law has been recently enacted, titles 
can easily be perfected. The government’s 
guarantee was behind the homestead on the 
public domain; the: purchaser knew he would 
get good title and«the price was low. These 
were the chief reasons for the rapid set- 
tlement of the public domain. The chief 
problem is adapting the cheap lands of the 
south to the homestead idea is that of stabil- 
izing prices; guaranteeing quality by proper 
classification: providing a plan for long- 
ime payments, and the working out of an 
economic farm unit of 160 acres, more or 
less, according to the needs and resources 
of the purchaser.”’ 

All these questions, it is Mr. Ucker’s be- 
lief, can be worked out: by a proper getting 
together of bankers, land owners, state im- 
migration bureaus, railroad immigration de- 
partments and ‘the federal government, so 
that all thé transactions relative to the home- 
stead shall have a sufficient amount of dis- 
interested government and state supervision 
to guarantee their integrity. 

President Sessoms is keenly interested in 
the suggestion, and on behalf of the owners 
of the two million acres of land in the Geor- 
gia Land Owners’ association, has requested 
that this whole subject be discussed at the 
Savannah meeting on the 19th instant, and 
that a suitable committee be appointed to 
work out a constructive plan of aetion.

Following a petition from the prisaners 
of the Georgia state prison farm for the re- 
turn of Rev. T.°R. Kendall to:.the pastorate 
of the Kirst Methodist church at Mildge- 
ville, announcement was made Wednesday 
of Dr. Kendall’s reappointment to that charge 
by Bishop Warren A. Candler. 

Dr. Kendall kas been pastor of the Mill- 
edgeville church for one year, during which 
time he frequently preached to the prisoners 
at the prison farm. Together with Mrs. Ken- 
dall and assisted by co-workers, he organ- 
ized a Sunday school in thé fnstitution. Bish- 
op Candler received the petition just before 
the convéntion of -the Methodist conference 
at LaGrange, at which he presided, began. 

Dr. Kendall was pastor of Trinity church 
here from 1882 to 1885, inclusive. He then 


went to Rome for. four years, returning to. 


Atlanta as pastor of Grace church, where he 
served in the pulpit for a similar period. He 
then became presiding eider of the LaGrange 
circuit, still retaining his home here. He lived 
in Atlanta for about twelve years.

Recent physical examinations of recruits 
for the army confirmed the suspicion of race 
degeneracy. The average youth made a 
sorry showing. In many communities not 
over twenty per cent were able to pass the 
physical examination. With the young men 
Stripped of their finery and standing for the 
nonce completely isolated from their ciga- 
rettes, one felt a great melancholy. One 
had to look twice to make sure it was not an 
undeveloped feminine creature trembling 
there in terror. Narrow, shallow. chest; 
round, weak shoulders; relaxed, flabby abdo- 
men with ptosed, sagging stomach. It was 
a discouraging pastime. It was more de- 
pressing than any aspect of the great war, 
this unhappy demonstration of the race. 

Here is a sample communication from a 
DERELICT parent: 

*T have a fourteen-year-old boy who 
smokes cigarettes and I want to know what 
I can use to cure the h&bit secretly. He has 
tried to quit smoking, but he says he cannot. 
He has recently run about with bad company 
and has been drinking some, too. Advice 
and talking do no good. Thought you could 
tell me of some good cure I can give him 
unbelknown to him. I keep it from his 
father because he would give him an awful 
thrashing if he ever found it out.” 

At fourteen! To the mother we say there 
is no secret cure for such a habit; we shall 
be glad to send advice about its correction 
by mail. But meanwhile, the boy’s father 
could scarcely administer punishment more 
cruel than that which surely awaits him in 
the direction he is going. It would seem 
that the mother’s duty to her son demands 
that she acquaint the father with the facts 
and leave it to his judgment what measures 
he shall choose.

New York, November 15. —The cot- 
ton market showed renewed strength 
today with all active deliveries making 
new high records for the season. Jan- 
uary contracts sold as high as 27.80 or 
35 points net higher and closed at 
27.68, with the general list closing 
barely steady at a net advance of 18 
10 to 41 points. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 1 to 15 points on overnight 
buying orders. There was considerable 
realizing and some southern selling, 
but offerings were readily absorbed 
and the advance soon extended to a 
matter of 21 to°49 points on the gen- 
eral list. December sold at 28.43 and 
May at 27.42, the late months being 
relatively firm on active covering from 
Wall street and local sources. 

Reactions followed under profit-tak- 
ing which appeared to be stimulated 
by rumors that preliminary returns to 

a private authority indicated ginning of 
1.390, 000 bales for the first November 
period compared with 991,000 for the 
same period last year. It —— pointed 
out, however, that in 1915 ¢ mY for 
this period had amounted 392,000 
bales, and the market firmed up during 
the afternoon on renewed covering and 
the bullish average of southern spot 
advices.

GENERAL TREND OF COTTON 
TOWARDS HIGHER LEVELS 


New Orleans, November 15.—The gen- 
eral trend of cotton here today was 
toward higher levels, although there 
were periods of easiness and at times a 
reactionary tendency which traders 
with bearish inclinations claimed was 
due to top-heaviness consequent upon 
recent heavy buying. 

On the opening the market hesitated 
and around the first call near months 
were 3 to 7 points down, while the dis- 
tant positions were at a small advance. 
Before the session was very old, de- 
termined buying appeared and prices 
went to a net advance of 18 to 41 
points. This buying movement appear- 
ed to be a continuation of the demand 
which featured yesterday’s trading, 
coming chiefly from straddlers between 
months who wanted to undo their po- 
sition on the market. 

At the highest levels heavy selling 
was stimulated by the rumor that a 
private bureau had returns indicating 
a ginning for this: last period of l,- 
300,000 bales, against 996,000 this same 
period last year.
